By  a proper  selection  from  the  various  types 
or  classes,  you  can  have  them  in  bloom  for  a 
period  of  six  to  eight  weeks.

But  we  feel  that  most  folks  who  garden  do 
not  as  yet  fully  realize  the  way  to  use  them  for 
most  beautiful  effects.  Why  limit  their  plant- 
ing to  beds  and  borders?  Why  not  use  them 
for  “high  lights”  in  the  spring  garden  every- 
where  ? 

Tust  try  planting  a few  clumps  of  ten — one 
or  two  colors  only — in  a place:  against  the 
evergreens,  and  in  the  hardy  borders,  and  m 
the  foreground  of  shrubbery  plantings.

Forget  the  old  round  and  square  beds 
planted  to  geometrical  color  designs. 

In  your  long  borders,  get  either  a mass  of 
one  or  two  colors,  or  else  mix  the  varieties 
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Tulips 


generously,  and  more  or  less  haphazardly,  so 
as  to  get  a natural  effect,  and  a long  season  of 
bloom. 

Get  over  thinking  tulips  stiff  and  stilted. 
It's  the  method  of  planting,  not  the  flowers 
themselves,  that  have  made  them,  mayhap, 
seem  to  you  a “formal”  flower. 

Culture 

For  Out-doors,  Tulips  are  best  if  planted  several 
weeks  before  hard  freezing. 

Plant  the  early  sorts  about  4 to  5 inches  apart  and 
to  a depth  of  twice  their  own  greatest  thickness.  It  is 
best  to  replant  these  each  year,  as  they  rarely  find  con- 
ditions where  they  will  give  satisfactory  bloom  after  the 
first  year. 

Late  Tulips,  such  as  Cottage,  Darwins,  Breeders  are 
planted  about  6 inches  apart,  and  a trifle  deeper  than  the 
early  sorts. 

They  may  be  planted  for  permanence,  as  they  wTill 
go  on  blooming  and  multiplying  for  years. 

For  permanent  plantings  it  is  necessary  to  allow  the 
foliage  to  mature  before  it  is  cut  off.  Or  take  up  the 
bulbs  and  allow  the  tops  to  ripen  slowly  in  some  out  of 
the  way  spot  in  the  garden.  When  thoroughly  dried,  the 
bulbs  may  be  stowed  away  in  a cool  airy  room  or  cellar, 
until  planting  time  in  the  fall. 

Tulips  for  Forcing  or  Blooming  Indoors 

Pot  up  the  bulbs  immediately  upon  receipt  and  store 
them  away,  as  suggested  for  Hyacinths. 

Early  varieties  can  sometimes  be  brought  .into  the 
light  in  time  for  Xmas  or  New  Years;  but  for  the  ama- 
teur it  is  better  to  wait  until  during  January  when  the 
results  will  be  better  and  more  certain. 

Some  of  the  Late  Flowering  Varieties  can  be  forced 
successfully  but  must  be  given  more  time  to  develop  a 
root  system.

Turn  back  the  sod  in 
small  sections;  lposen  up  the  soil,  working  in  a little 
coarse  ground  bone  meal,  and  after  planting,  pack  the 
sod  back  firmly. 

For  Forcing 

Pot  up  the  same  as  Tulips. 

The  Polyanthus  type  may  be  forced  either  in  pots  or 
in  bowls  with  pebbles  and  water.  The  varieties  most 
suited  for  early  forcing  are  Golden  Spur  and  the  Poly- 
anthus sorts. 

Narcissus  should  not  be  put  in  too  high  a tempera- 
ture, as  the  flowers  and  stems  will  develop  much  more 
naturally  if  allowed  to  come  along  slowly.

No  garden  is  so  small  as  not  to  hold  room 
for  a few  of  them,  even  though  it  be  but  a 
row  against  the  foundation  wall  of  the  house 
or  around  the  cellar  window. 

But  most  folks  are  afraid  to  use  hyacinths 
as  they  may  be  used. 

They’re  still  sold  in  many  catalogs  in  col- 
lections, ready  made  to  plant  a round  bed  in 
the  front  lawn,  in  four  pie-slices,  blue,  red, 
pink  and  white ! 

Give  your  hyacinths  a chance ! 

Use  them  as  you  do  other  plant  material,  to 
help  paint  the  garden  picture  as  a whole. 

Spread  them  around. 

Mix  them  in  with  other  things. 

And  try  masses  of  single  colors,  here  and 
there  about  the  place,  right  in  the  spots  that 
are  barest  in  early  spring,  in  the  shrubbery  or 
among  the  hardy  perennials. 

Try  at  least  one  planting  this  way,  on  our 
recommendation. 


Culture 

For  outdoor  use,  Hyacinths  should  be  planted  as  soon 
as  the  bulbs  are  received.  Put  them  about  6 inches  deep 
and  6 inches  apart.  After  the  ground  has  frozen,  mulch 
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Hyacinths 

with  a covering  of  leaves  or  strawy  manure.  (This 
mulch  to  be  taken  off  again  in  the  Spring.) 

For  forcing  Hyacinths  in  the  house  or  greenhouse 
they  should  be  potted  up  as  early  as  possible  and  either 
buried  in  a cold  frame  about  6 or  8 inches  deep,  or  kept 
in  a cool  dark  cellar,  where  they  will  not  be  allowed  to 
dry  out  and  will  receive  plenty  of  air. 

The  top  of  the  bulbs  should  be  even  with  the  surface 
of  the  soil  in  the  pot. 

After  the  bulbs  have  made  good  root  growth,  they 
are  ready  to  be  brought  into  the  light.  This  should 
be  done  gradually;  usually  not  before  the  end  of  Janu- 
ary or  early  February. 

They  are  best  forced  in  a light  warm  room  with  even 
temperature,  where  they  can  have  plenty  of  sunlight. 
Do  not  allow  the  soil  to  dry  out  at  any  time.
